ATE HIS. APPLES 


Courts Tell East St. Louisan to 
Keep Animal He Found De- 
vouring His Fruit. 


HE GAINS $44 BY EXCHANGE. 


His Loss Was Only $6, but His 
Neighbcr’s Horse, Now His, 
Is Worth $50. 


By dismissing the replevin suit of Ed- 
ward Kiawson against Ben Bennett in the 
City Court of East St. Louls, Judge Moyers 
has added another knot to a legal tangle 
instead of settling the differences between 
‘the parties to the sult. 

Bennett and Klawson are neighbors and 
live in the southern part of the city. Ben- 
nett is a huckster, and on the night of 
Nov. 5, 194, left two barrels of apples in 
his wagon standing in the back yard. 
alleges that during the night Kiawson's 
horse, “a dark red horse valued at $50,” 
came into his yard and ate the apples. 
Bennett impounded the horse and refused 
to deliver it to Klawson until he was paid 
$6 for the apples. 

Klawson refused to pay for so many 
apples, sayin that his horse could not eat 
that many in one night, and went to Jus- 
tiee John J. Driscoll’s office and secured 
a writ of repleving 

Constable Thomas Wamsley, armed with 
the writ, took the horse away from Ben- 
nett and delivered it to Klawson. 

Klawson thought «hat possession of the 
horse ended the matter and at the time 
set for trial in the Justice court did not 
appear, and Justice Driscoli dismissed,the 
suk and ordered Kliawson to return the 
horse to Bennett. 

When Klawson was informed that he had 
been beaten in the case, he consulted a 
lawyer to see what he enust do to keep 
his horse, and upon the advice of the law- 
yer appeaied the case ¢o.the City court and 
gave a bond so that he could keep pos- 
pession of the horse until the trial. 

Yegierday when the case was called, 
Klaweon again failed to appear and Judge 
Moyers dismissed the case for want of 
prosecution and again ordered Klawson to 
return the horee to Bennett. 

As the case now stands, Bennett loses 
two barrels of apples but gains a $50 horse. 
Klawson loses his horse and must pay 


$23.% costs .besides his lawyer fees, on 
account of refusing to pay for two bar- 
Tels of apples valued at $6.

Ilis death was, seemingly, without great 
pain. He was attacked while sitting at 
his desk, dropped his pen, walked to a 
couch and laid down. Before a physician 
could be called he was dead. An inquest 
will be held Saturday. 

Mrs. Ludwig was going, with Mr. and 
Mrs. Martin Jammert of 4490 Lindell boule- 
vard, to visit Dr. and Mrs. Ludwig's daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Charles H. Becker, the opera 
singer, who wus Miss Josephine Ludwig, 
for one season prima donna with the Castle 
Square Opera company and now singing in 
Paris under the stage name of Jane Noria. 
They were to sail from New oYrk Tues- 
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day. <4 
ww. ‘Ludwig had been assisting in arrange- 
ae for his wife's departure. Thursday 
evening he seemed in excellent health. 
though for a week previously he had been 
suffering from pains in the heart and 
chest. He retired ait the usual hour and 
slept well. Friday morning he arose at 8 
o'clock, and, after breakfast and a half 
hour with his newspaper, resumed = th: 
work of preparing for his wife's departure. 

Dr. Ludwig came to S8t. Louls when he 
was a youth.and had been a practicing 
physician half a century. In his youth 
he married Miss Emily Gantile, daughter 
of one of the old French merchants of 8t. 
Louls, and until his own death Friday 
morning there had not been a death in the 
family since that of an infant, 3) years 
or more ago. 

During the civil war Dr. Ludwig was a 
surgeon on the staff of Gen. Osterhaus, 
and since the war he had been a prominent 
member of Blair Post, G. A. R. Last 
year he was president of this post. He 
was prominent in German societies, and in 
the Masonic and A. O. U. W. fraternities. 

He is survived by four daughters, -Mrs. 
Becker, now in Paris: Mrs. Fred Smith, 
Mrs. Louis Barciage and Miss Emily Lud- 
wig of St. Louls. No arrangements for 
his funeral have yet been made.

Hermoza Drops, Probably Fatally 
Wounded, at Fifth Shot From 
Brother-in-Law Cox. 


FOUR BULLETS IN BODY. 


| Victim Ejected Wife and Brother 


From House and Opened Fire 
on Their Return. 


At 10:38 o'clock Friday morning. Tony 
Hermoza, a Mexican, living at 86 North 
Second street, East St. Louis, was shot four 
times by his brother-in-law, Joseph Cox, 
Hermoza’'s wife, Lizzie. being in company 
with Cox when the shooting was done, and 
his injuries are thought to be fatal. 

Cox was arrested after the shooting by 
Policeman Brennan, after a lively chase, 
Brennan being drawn to the shooting by 
the exciting fusillade between the two men. 

A bystander, P. C. Hays, who saw the 
shooting, got a wagon from O’Day’s gro- 
cery and had Hermoza driven to No. 2 en- 
gine house, from which he was hurried in 
an ambulance to St. Mary's Hospital. He 
was shot three times in the stomach and 
once in the back. 

According to the story told by Cox at 
the police station, Hermoza and his wife 
quarreled Thursday night over attentions 
said to have been paid Mrs. Hermoza by an 
East St. Louis bartender known as ‘“‘Sweet'’ 
Fisher, employed in a saloon on 8t. Clair 
avenue, and Hermoza put his wife out of 
the house, ejecting Cox, her brother, who 
boarded with them, at the same time. Her- 
moza then, Cox says, locked all the doors 
and nalled down the windows of the house. 

Friday morning Cox and Mrs. Hermoza, 
according to Cox's story, returned to the 
house and knocked at the kitchen door. 
Hermoza threw open a window opening out 
from the kitchen. 

“What do you want?’ he demanded. 

“Lizzie wants to get her furniture,”’ Cox 
says he replied, ‘‘and I want the furniture 
that belongs to me." 

“I'll give you what belongs to you!"’ Her- 
moza cried, according to Cox's story, and 
immediately opened fire on the latter with 
a revolver. Cox says that he returned the 
fire. 

“T shot as often and as quick as I could.” 
he explains, and Hermoza fell as Cox fired 
the fifth shot. 

Hermoza's wife screamed with terror as 
the men fought the duel.

He grew up at 
Fort Wayne, and throughout his brilliant 
career, when military duties took him awsey | 
to remote parts of the globe, he always | 
was fond of calling Indiana his home. | 

Gen. Lawton met a soldier’s death He | 
was killed by a sharpshooter’s bullet in | 
1899 while at the head of his command 
on 2 Philippine campaign. 

The time that has elapsed is going on 
six years. Gen. Lawton’s body was borne 
around tbe world in melancholy § state. |

WASHINGTON, April .&% — President 
Roosevelt always has been a breaker of 
traditions, but his most recent act in this 
direction is the most graceful thing that 
has been done in the government service 
for many a long year. He officially hag rec- 
ognized the vice-president of the United 
States as his direct persona! representative 
and has designated him to act in name and 
on behalf of the President at an official] 
ceremony. 

Not only that, but Vice-President 
banks will preside at a reception in the 
White House during the absence of the 
President in. the West, and will take charge 
of all these functions at the personal re- 
quest and designation of President Roose- 
velt himeelf. 

Politicians may find in this ample cor- 
roboration of the statement that it Is the 
purpose of the administration to transfer 
its strength direct to the vice-president as 
a candidate for the presidency in 1908, and 
in that way perpetuate the precedent which 
was set when President Roosevelt, after 
having been elected as vice-president, was 
chosen President.

The abolition of the’switching charges in St. Louis, so far as 
accomplished, was ‘brought. about through competition. The 
adoption of this poliey by the Chicago & Eastern Illinois 
Railroad forced other-roads to adopt it. All of the progress that

-has been made jn the abolition of the bridge arbitrary has been 


accomplished through competition. In all the territory touched 
by the railroads crossing the Mississippi on their own bridges, 
competing lines have absorbed the arbitrary in order to meet 
competition. Through competition the bridge arbitrary on all 
shipments into and out of St.Louis can be abolished, Compe- 
tition, therefore, in bridge and terminals is vita] to the progress 
of St. Louis. 

It has been urged that a free railroad bridge would be use- 
less; that the railroad“combination would see that no railroad 
would be permitted to use it. This may be true) It cannot be 
determined except by trial whether or not St. Louis could break 
that combination by the offer of the free bridge to any railroad 
which chooses to use it. The presumption is that it could. But 
apart from the railroad bridge, some railroad experts say that a 
free- wagon bridge would result in the abolition of the arbi- 
trary. Is there any reason why there should not be a great free 
thoroughfare between St. Louis and East St. Louis? Is there 
any reason why St. Louis should not build such a thoroughfare, 
in continuation of a street, just as it has built bridges over the 
Mill Creék Valley and plans to build more, to connect South St. 
Louis with the other parts of the city? Is there any more 
reason for building the King’s highway viaduct than for build- 
ing a free thoroughfare over the Mississippi? The latter would 
certainly be of -vastly greater value to St. Louis. If it should 
abolish the bridge arbitrary its value would be inestimable. 

One of the strong objections to the bond issue urged by a 
large and growing element of business men was that it cut out 
all possibility “of providing for a free bridge for years to come. 
These men are determined to break the bridge and terminal com- 
bination which throttles St. Louis, and they believe that a 
free bridge will accomplish this end. Their support for the 
bond issue could be gained by providing therein a sufficient sum 
to build a free bridge. 

St. Louis has asked and obtained from the Legislature of 
Missouri an act authorizing the city to build and maintain a 
municipal bridge. It is asking the Legislature of Illinois to 
empower it to purchase and own property on the east side for 
this purpose. It seems absurd to ask the Legislature to author- 
ize St. Louis to do something which the city itself is wholly 
Preparation should be made here to act 
upon the measures obtained from the Missouri Legislature and 
now sought from the Illinois Legislature. 

The reconstruction of the city buildings is necessary as a 
matter of humanity. The building of the King’s highway via- 
duct is necessary and the extension of the park system is de- 
sirable. But free transportation between St. Louis and East 
St. Louis is one of the vital needs of St. Louis commerce, Cer- 
tainly the greatest need of St.. Louis should be provided for be- 
fore the borrowing capacity of the city is exhausted for other 


things.
